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The Polio Picture ... 


Polio should cause less crippling in Michigan this year. More than 
2,000,000 doses of polio vaccine have been given to the most sus- 
ceptible groups, and health officials hope for a marked reduction in 
paralysis caused by the disease. 


This year’s record shows that on June 29, Michigan had some 
48 new cases of polio reported, against 82 in the same period last 
year and 118 new cases in 1964. 


It is too early to tell if the vaccine is going to bring expected re- 
‘ Buen in paralytic polio, but there is every reason to think that 
¢ will. 


The state health department is continuing to urge parents to have 
children immunized against the disease. The group eligible for vac- 
cine remains children one through fourteen and pregnant women. 

‘Most persons in the priority group have had two doses of vaccine 
and third doses are now released for those who have had their se- 
cond dose for at least six months. Timing the third dose six months 
fe mere after the second brings the most effective boost in immun- 


The same precautions issued in previous years should be observed. 

If polio is reported in your neighborhood it is wise to: 1) keev 
children within their usual circle of relatives and playmates since 
new contacts mean new chances to get polio germs; 2) see that 
children do not get chilled by staying in swimming too long; 8) 
see that they do not become overtired; and 4) be sure they wash 
their hands before eating and after going to the tollet.

I was riding «about historic 
Georgetown, wher an attractive 
young woman drove up. honked 
her car horn and flagged me 
down. I couldn’t imagine what 
she wanted unti: she said she 
wanted a story. She and her 
husband had moved from Virgi 
nia and now owne! the George- 
town paper. Much intrigued by 
my bicycling hobby, she extend- 
ed a very cordial invitation to 
stay overnight with them.

it was near Georgetcwn that 
LaFayette first landed in Am- 
erica to help the colonial cause.

_ I especially enioyed visiting 
interesting Prince George’s Par- 
ish Church which was created n 
1721. The present church was 
finished about 1750. 
. There are many large planta- 
tions near Georgetown. At one 
time they produced great quan- 
tities of rice but now most are 
owned by prominent northerners 
and just kept for hunting ground 
Vanderbilt and Bernard Baruch 
own plantations here. 

Before reaching Myrtle Beach 
I stopped and visited Brook- 
green Gardens, I wished to ex- 
plore one of the huge planta- 


tion gardens and this one was 
maintained by the state. Ad- 
mission was free. The acres of 
grass, trees, pools and foliage 
were very beautiful. 

- * * 

I REACHED Myrtle Beach 
State Park about 2 p.m. and sat 
in a shady spot enjoying the o- 
cean breeze. A weman who was 
waiting for her fumily to return 
from a swim talked with me. 

“We have lots of food left 
from our picrie,” she said. 
“Would you like some?’ How 
can I refuse when people wish to 
be so kind? Soon I wus enjoy- 
ing a plateful of chicken and 
rice, fried chicken, potato sa- 
lad and sandwiches. 

Later I went swimming. It is 
fun to play in the surf, but for 
swimming give me good, cool 
fresh water like Lake Charlevoix 

I considered camping at the 
camp ground, but mosquitoes 


and the possibility of a thunder 
shower disuaded me. I rode into 
Myrtle Beach, the summer play- 
ground of the Carolinas and sat 
watching the people. 

You may remember Hazel, the 
hurricane which struck this area 
su badly in the fall of 1954. Peo- 
ple told me that waves were 40 
feet high as they hit the beach.

I HAD A LONG interesting 
talk with an Enghsh young man 
who has been working and tra- 
veling around the United States 
and Canada for three years. He 
plans to return to England soon. 
He told me to be sure and eycle 
in Denmark and Sweden wheth- 
er I went to other countries or 
not. They evidertly have the 
best hostels. I had to laugh when 
he said, speaking of Europe, 
“You can whistle at the girls 


over there and they don’t teil 
you to drop dead!” 

When it began to rain I park- 
ed my bike in the sheltered en- 
trance to the pubiie library and 
walked over to yet, something to 
eat. Stranded in front of a tele- 
vision store by a heavy down 
pour, I was invited in to waten 
a TV fight. 

The young man who had ask- 
ed me in brought up the subject 
of segregation.

A senior in engineer- 
ing at the University of South 
Carolina, he said le and others 
would withdraw if negroes were 
admitted. He was careful to add 
that it wasn’t because he 
thought he was «ny better than 
the negro.
